LONDON, April 4--While no ap- 
peal, in the ordinary sense, can be 


taken from the sentence of the court 
martial in the case of Commander 
H. M. Daniel, ef H.M.S. Royal Oak, 
who was yesterday convicted at Gib- 
raltar on charres of couduct sub- 
versive of siscipline, reprimanded 
and dismissed from his ship, Com- 
mander Daniel's case is open to re- 
view by the lords of the udmiraity, 
who are competent to confirm, re- 
duce on quash the sentence. Several

GIBRALTAR, April 4—When the 
trial of Captain Kenneth G. B. Dewir, 
of H.M.S. Royal Oak, 
conduct prejudicial to discipline 
similar to the charges upon which 
Commander H. M Daniel, of the 
Royal Oak, was convicted yesterday 
opened here today, two rear-admirals 
were sitting in court.

The captain's objection 
was upheld, and the admirals in ques- 
tion retired. Captain Dewas is con- 
ducting his defence himself, assisted 
by Day Kimball as legal adviser 
Kimball defended Commander Daniel 
in his trial. 
Charges Are Read 

The judge advocate read the 
charges against Dewar to the effect 
that the latter was guilty of an act 
prejudicial to good order in accepting 
and forwarding to Vice-Admiral Kelly, 
commanding the first battle squadron, 
through Rear-Admiral Bernard St. G. 
Collard, a letter from Commander 
Daniel, terms of which were subversive 
of discipline. The letter in question 
was then read, and Captain Dewar 
pleaded not guilty 

Paymaster Crichion, the first wit- 
ness, as secretary of the accused cap- 
tain, proved the typing of the letter, | 
signed by Dewar and Daniel

On the contrary his capture only seemed to bring 
him into the li 4 He was taken to Los Angeles, 
fumous lawyers quarreled over him, and the most 
noted writers were employed by newspapers to des- 
cribe his most minute actions during the trial. People 
crowded into the court room to see him 

His trial was like the opening night at a movie 
show. All the celebrities were there. Great movie stars 
famous writers, noted jurists and many others of 
great reputation could be found among the spectators 

Hickman himself seemed to revel in the notice 
given him. He had a speech read before the jury 
Wwnich was a most maudlin appeal to sentiment 

About the same time in the newspapers we read 
of ihe success of Grace Moore in New York, who had 
triumphed as a singer in the Metropoli Opera. But 
the efforts of this prima donna were no more rewarded 
by publicity than the crimes of Hickman
